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After the inspection on 5 October 1951 of the Laoshan Peninsula (i2l~ , 30- 
area by LAT Kto (#@ # ), cgay commander of the Tsingtao Militery Sub-Dis- 
trict Command, and Pi-te-ktowtn (Wo 4% 4  ), a Soviet adviser, the Chinese 
Communist military authorities in the Tsingtao area took the following action 
in connection with Laoshan Peninsula: 


a. Tresferred the entire 5 Public Security Regiment of Shantung from an un- 
determined area to the Laoshan area, 


b, Ordered the Tsingtao Cozstal Defense Squadron, which commands 12 vessels, 
to intensify its patrol activities in the Tsingtao area in coordination 
with vessels in the Chinese Communist Yellow Sea Naval Squadron. 


c. Ordered sll fishing vessels in the Laoshen area to re-register immediately 
with the Chinese Communist authorities. 


On 5 October, a total of eight rocket launchers and anti-aircraft guns arrived 
in Tsingtao and were being emlaced along the coast in the Tsingtao area. Con- 
struction of three new emplacements has been completed in this same area. 


During September a new artillery regiment was formed by the Tsingtao Garrison 
Command from recruits who had just completed artillery training in various 
military sub-districts under the Shantung Military District Command. As of 
early October this regiment was in the Tsingtao area, 
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
